Music in the Mishkan Returns! 


Back again by popular demand, and following a highly 
successful premiere season, Music in the Mishkan, a three- 
concert chamber music series, returns to CSZ in January, 
March and May 2001. The programming is especially 
intriguing this year. In addition to beloved traditional 
classical composers (Beethoven, Brahms, Mendelssohn, 
Saint-Saens, Ravel) each concert highlights a lesser known 
but eminently accomplished 20th century Jewish composer. 


The January and May programs highlight works of com- 
posers who were held as prisoners during the 1940s at 
Terezin (Theresienstadt), a concentration camp at which 


‘musical and artistic life flourished in the face of unima- 


ginable deprivation and horrors. January's concert, an 
afternoon of string trios, features the haunting Trio for 
Violin, Viola, and Cello of Gideon Klein, an extraordi- 
nary Czech pianist and composer. The May program 
includes two delicate works from the Terezin Collection, 
string quartet compositions written by Victor Cohn and 
Zikmund Schul. 


The March concert introduces the plaintive Hebrew Mel- 
ody by Joseph Achron, written in the 1920s, in an 
arrangement for violin and harp. Achron, a famed Lith- 
uanian violinist, was a favorite composer of violin virtu- 
oso Jascha Heifetz. 


Many of last year's talented musicians will return as fea- 
tured performers, including Montclair Duo violist Patri- 
cia Whaley and San Jose Symphony principal clarinetist 
Michael Corner. Dan Levitan, principal harpist with the 
San Jose Symphony and renowned Bay Area soloist, makes 
his first appearance in the series, joining CSZ member 
Randy Weiss for an afternoon of violin and harp music. 


Concerts will take place at CSZ on Sundays January 28, 
March 18 and May 13, at 4 pm. A wine and cheese 
reception will follow each concert. Please join us for these 
remarkable events - this is your chance to experience these 
fantastic musical works performed by gifted local artists 
in our beautiful sanctuary.

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Educator’s Farewell by David Shneer 


Im ein ani li, mi li 
U-ksheani le-atsmi ma ani 
Ve-im lo achshav eimatai? 


If I am not for myself, who will be for me? 


But if I am for myself alone, what am I? 


(Pirkei Avot 1:14) 


Truer words were never spoken. Your 
trusted educator has been mulling over 
these words for several months now. I 
know that Iam very good at points two 
and three. An educator’s job is to learn 
and study with others, to help them 
find their true potential, to build com- 
munities and inspire greatness, and to 
do it all now, here on earth, at this 
moment. But what about myself? I 
have always been good at giving, pro- 
viding, supporting and only recently 
learned that to be the best educator, I 
needed to remember point one in 
Rabbi Hillel’s famous three-line man- 
tra about how to live a full, happy life. 
To be good at the second and third 
statements, an educator must first and 
foremost take care of himself in order 
to be the support and inspiration to 
educate others. 


I realized this on Yom Kippur. As I sat 
in services saying Al-cheit for all of the 
things that we as a community have 
done at some point in the past year, I 
sat thinking, my biggest cheit is that I 
am not giving myself that which I need 
— time. Precious time, that most lim- 
ited of resources that we all are always 
hoping we have more of or can find 
more of, the commodity that is more 
valuable than money itself. No one, in 
fact, can find more time. All we can 
control is how we allocate it. 


When I returned from Russia nine 

months ago, I had intended to stay as 

educator all the way through this 

school year, and perhaps beyond, and 

write my dissertation as I was working. 
Ha, write my dissertation and pour my 

soul into a document that is now 

growing to 600 pages, while also serv- 
ing one of the most dynamic, intellec- 
tually thirsty communities I have ever 

been a part of. Time — such a precious 

and scarce resource. 


I have to finish the dissertation by May, 
as Berkeley’s history department (not 
exactly the supportive, loving com- 
munity that Sha’ar Zahav has been) is 
cutting me off after that date. I thought 
I was Superman, and could work in a 


And if not now, when? 


job that was becoming more and more 
demanding, and write a dissertation 
that was more challenging than I 
thought it would be. 


Over the High Holidays I decided to 
listen to Hillel, to all three points of 
his handbook for better living. I 
needed to make sure I took care of 
myself. My passion for the children, 
families, teachers and community has 
never waned, but my ability to do the 
job I want, to inspire greatness, while 
pursuing my larger career objectives 
began to conflict, and something had 
to give. I realized that I would have 
to step down as educator sooner 
rather than later. 


This decision took much thought, as 
I feel a deep commitment to provid- 
ing the best education to this com- 
munity that I can. But after much 
contemplation, I found that this was 
the best decision in the long run for 
everyone. Four key factors assured me 
that even though I was leaving this 
position, I could keep my commit- 
ment to maintaining quality educa- 
tional programs for our families and 
children: 


1. The presence of a rabbi committed 
to education and passionate about 
teaching assured me that high edu- 
cational standards would remain 
the norm. 


2. The Children’s Educational Board 
has been a wonderful support and 
advice group, and our working 
relationship has been a model of lay- 
professional partnership. They will 
provide excellent support for the 
new educator. 


3. The Va’ad has shown itself to be 
responsive to the educational needs 
of our congregation’s families and 
children in ways that I couldn’t have 
dreamed of when I first started here 
in 1997. Their support of children’s 
and family education over the past 
year has been remarkable, and I feel 
confident that the new educator will 
receive similar support. 
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4. The continuity of our family educa- 
tor, who has designed wonderful 
programs and has connected with 
all of the families, and our quality 
teaching staff will mitigate any 
stress that would come from my 
leaving. For all of these reasons, I 
felt that I could pursue both my 
personal and professional goals 
while also keeping my commit- 
ments to the synagogue. 


The fact that I will be leaving my posi- 
tion at the end of the month does not 
mean at all that I am leaving this 
community, which has been and will 
continue to be my Jewish community. 
I very much look forward to the time 
when I get to be a member of the 
community contributing in new and 
exciting ways, and when my disserta- 
tion, fully completed and published as 
a book, will sit on the shelves of the 
esteemed Sha’ar Zahav library.

Have you ever wanted to learn Yiddish, the thousand-year-old language of East- 
ern European Jewry? This course will move beyond “kitchen” Yiddish by explor- 
ing the fundamentals of the language with an emphasis on spoken Yiddish. We 
will use the newest, best textbook, Sheva Zucker’s Yiddish: an Introduction to the 
Language, Literature and Culture. In addition to learning the fundamentals, the 
main goal is to make learning Yiddish exciting and fun. Therefore, we will have 
a dynamic classroom environment and will incorporate Yiddish song and litera- 
ture into the study of the culture that was developed in Yiddish over the centu- 
ries. We will spend the first class learning (or reviewing) the Yiddish alphabet, 
whose letters are the same as the Hebrew alphabet, so those with little knowledge 
of the Hebrew alphabet might want to brush up on the letters or order the text- 
book early and start learning the letters.

From the turn of the century Jewish socialism to contemporary radical Jewish 

music, there has been a seemingly magnetic attraction between Yiddish language, 
literature and culture and left-wing politics and activism. In this eight-week class, 
we will attempt to trace why Yiddish and the Left have had such a happy romance. 
We will read socialist manifestos, look at Yiddish-language Soviet newspaper car- 
toons, study avant-garde poetry, see clips of Yiddish film, listen to contemporary 

klezmer music, and pose the question: is the future of Yiddish, if there is one, 
still married to leftist activism and politics? No knowledge of Yiddish is required 

for this class, which focuses on literature and culture, rather than language. The 

instructor, however, recommends studying Yiddish concurrently with this course, 
so that the answer to the above question can be answered affirmatively.

This month, the 
Forward visits with 
new member 
Caryn AVIV. 
Caryn has wasted 
no time in becom- 
ing active in the 
Sha’ar Zahav 
community. Many of you might 
remember Caryn’s stellar performance 
and fabulous gold lamé outfit as the 
emcee of the Chanukah Karaoke 
event. (“I am really a gay man in drag, 
quipped Caryn.) 


” 


When not on stage, Caryn is a teacher 
in CSZ’s thriving Kadimah program. 

“Teaching Kitah Aleph is a great way 
to bond with the kids at Sha’ar Zahav, 
to get to know the parents and to con- 
tribute to the community,” she 
explains. Caryn loves helping kids 
build their sense of Jewish identity. 

“My Jewish identity was fostered by 
Camp Ramah and teen groups in high 
school. I can still name my camp 
counselors.” 


Caryn pointed out that there are lots 
of opportunities for Sha’ar Zahavniks 
without kids to get involved and make 
an impact through committee work, 
helping with field trips or reading sto- 
ries in class. In fact, the Social Action 
Committee recently joined with Kadi- 
mah to deliver food and toiletries to 
the Mission Dolores Homeless Shel- 
ter, as part of Kitah Vav’s exploration 
of the concepts of tzedakah (acts of 
righteousness), tikkun olam (repairing 
the world) and gemilut chasadim (acts 
of loving kindness). 


Social action is a subject close to 
Caryn’s soul. Professionally, Caryn 
works for UCSF in one of the coun- 
try’s most innovative breast care cen- 
ters. Caryn works with women who 
face a recent diagnosis of breast can- 
cer, to facilitate their treatment deci- 
sion-making with physicians. She is 
also developing a program for women 
with metastatic breast cancer, to focus 
on living life fully while preparing for 
end-of-life decisions. Prior to moving 
to San Francisco and working at 
UCSF, Caryn worked in a rape crisis 
center and at Chicago’s only feminist 
bookstore during graduate school. She 
is currently finishing her Ph.D. in 


sociology at Loyola University, Chi- 
cago. 


Caryn learned about Sha’ar Zahav at 
the Jerusalem Open House in Israel 
when members of the synagogue were 
there on a mission about two years ago. 
(The Jerusalem Open House is the 
only GLBTQ community center in 
Jerusalem.) Caryn was living in Israel, 
writing her dissertation on aliyah (im- 
migration to Israel). “I toyed with the 
idea of aliyah myself for years. When 
I eventually decided that I did not 
want to live in Israel, I chose to study 
the people who have taken the plunge 
and find out how they have fared. 
What I found is that most Americans 
did not move to Israel because of some 
high ideological love of Zionism. 
Rather, they were looking for love or 
going through a huge life change and 
hoping for greener pastures in the 
‘Promised Land.’ As an out dyke and 
a progressive Reform Jew with a 
strong sense of community, Israel 
never really felt like home for me.” 


Luckily, the Sha’ar Zahav and San 
Francisco Jewish communities are the 
place for Caryn - and she is enmeshed 
in many ways. She is co-editing (with 
CSZ Educator David Shneer) an 
anthology which explores how 
GLBTQ Jews negotiate their identities 
and are changing Jewish communities. 
Caryn has also participated in the 
Jewish Community Relations Council 
New Leaders Project. This program 
is an introduction to the Bay Area 
Jewish and civic communities to 
encourage participation and organi- 
zational involvement. To add another 
layer, Caryn’s housemate is CSZ Pro- 
gram Director Dahlia Gross. 


Another way Caryn is involved with 
CSZ is through planning a GLBTQ 
“speed dating” event with fellow (sin- 
gle) congregant Marc Wernick and 
Program Director Dahlia Gross. “I’m 


currently single, fabulous and want to © 


find a nice Jewish girl. You have to put 
yourself out there. Make no bones 
about it, I volunteered to help out with 
this event purely out of self-interest,” 
she explained. 


In an effort to promote this event on 


February 25 and to help all you single 
women out there, we asked Caryn 
questions about dating: 


1. Of all the characters in the Bible, which 
one would be your ideal mate? 


Vashti would be Caryn’s choice. “She 
was feisty, had moxie and stood up for 
herself. I find women with an inde- 
pendent voice very sexy,” noted Caryn. 
Being somewhat of a non-traditional- 
ist, she also commented that the 
matriarchs just did not do it for her. 
“They are just tired.” 


2. If you had to come up with the “Five 
Commandments of Dating,” what 
would they be? 


Caryn was in somewhat of a cynical 
mood when we spoke, so coming up 
with this list proved to be a bit of a 
challenge. Once we moved past the 
physical, Caryn had these insights: 


© Laugh a lot. Have fun. 
Don’t take yourself too seriously. 


© Be honest. 

© Know what you want. 

© Don’t angst too much. 

© Don’t rush to the chuppah. 


Now, what would our Talmudic 
scholars say about that? 


3. If you could ask God for one insight 
about finding true love, what would you 
ask? 


“T would ask Her to hit me over the head 
so that I don’t miss it,” Caryn replied. 


4. Assuming you got over that concussion 
from the whack and you found Ms. 
Right, on what Jewish holiday would 
you choose to introduce your potential 
partner to your parents? 


Caryn loves Sukkot since it is focused 
on an activity, and not solely on food, 
like so many other Jewish holidays. 

“Sukkot is perfect because there are so 
many activities that you can do 
together - hammering, decorating, 
stringing things together and partak- 
ing of multiple meals. I can really get 
in touch with my inner butch on Suk- 
kot, which is great.” Caryn said.
